With more than 200 volunteer workers in various depart- 
ments on duty patroling Andover streets, all lights shielded 
or put out, and with sirens and whistles sounding in the 
various districts, Andover will experience, during the twenty 
minute blackout following 9:30 Sunday evening, a close ap- 
proximation to conditions prevailing during an actual bombing. 


Organize State 
Guard Reserve 


A company of reserve guardsmen, 
intended to replace the local state 
guard unit in the event that it is 
called for service in another part 
of the state, has been requested for 
Andover by an executive order of 
Governor Leverett Saltonstall. H. 
Garrison Holt of 9 Canterbury 
street, Shawsheen, has been ap- 
pointed chairman of recruiting in 
this community, and has been com- 
missioned lieutenant and com- 
manding officer of the local com- 
pany. 

The reserve will probably be or- 
ganized in a manner similar to the 
local special weapons company of 
the regular guard, and will have an 
enrollment of 45 enlisted men, 
three officers. Older men are espec- 
ially urged to enlist. 

The unit will be equipped with 
rifles, and plans are being made to 
furnish its members with uniforms. 
There will be plenty of opportunity 
for men to advance, since promo- 
tions will come from the ranks 
upon the successful completion of 
am examination held for that pur- 
pose. 

All male citizens, physically fit 
and between the ages of 18 and 50, 
and not in Class I of the Selective 
Service, are urged to see Lieut. 
Holt at the court room in the town 
house each evening between 7:30 
and 9:00.

Everett Collins will make all neces- 
sary arrangements during the day- 
time. 


Ex-Governor Spaulding 
Dies In New Hampshire 


Rolland H, Spaulding, governor 
of New Hampshire for two terms 
more than 20 years ago, died Satur- 
day at Rochester, N. H., after a 
brief illness. He was a noted indus- 
trialist and banker.

take place, in which only ithe report 
catiben and the wardens will take 
part. i 

Six cars will operate through 
town, and, at intervals, but in mo 
designated district, red flares, with 
“incidents,” containing informa- 
tion about supposed damage at a 
particular spot, will be dropped. 
The incidents will. be telephoned im 
to the report center on Phillips 
street, which will be in operation. 
and fully manned. Six incidents will 
be placed around each precinct. 

No ambulances’ or trucks: will be 
used in this rehearsal. Next Thurs- 
day, however, a similar program 
will be held, this time employing 
full defense facilities. A maximum 
of 10 flares, with ineidents at- 
tached, will be dropped at this time. 
Actual. equipment. will be sent out 
to take care of “victims” who will 
need first aid treatment and the 
like. This. whole operation should 
simulate closely what may happen 
should an emergency arise. 

About 66 auxiliary policemen, 
fully equipped, will be on duty dur- 
ing the blackout. Monday night, 
they had an extensive prepara- 
tory drill session, lasting more 
than an hour and a half, during 
which they patrolled the main pant 
of town. It is expected that they 
will keep. the same posts for the 
blackout as were established for 
them then. 


Chief C. Edward Buchan plans to 
station his: 42 auxiliary firemen at 
the principal alarm boxes through- 
out town. Their duties. will be to 
watch for fires in the district 
served by each box. 


Instructions issued this week by 
Chairman Alan T. Polgreen of the 
local committee on public safety, 
and Judge Walter C. Tomlinson, 
chief blackout officer, emphasize the 
following points: 


1. Householders must extinguish 
all lights: in their homes except in 
rooms which have been so pre- 
pared that no light pemetrates to 
the outside. 


2. Proprietors of hotels, apart- 
ments, and office buildings will be 
responsible for the blackout in their 
own structures, and must ex- 
tinguish all lights except those in 
places properly blacked out by their 
occupants with heavy draperies, 
curtains, heavy paper board or 
paint. Movie theaters, cafes, etc., 
will be blacked out by their owners. 

3. All outside lights will be ex- 
tinguished, and all outside activity 
involving fire will cease. Smoking 
or lighting matches outdoors will 
be positively forbidden. 

4. No vehicle will be operated on 
the streets except those essential 
to civilian defense or to the protec- 
tion of life and property. At the 
blackout signal, operators must re- 
duce their speed to 15 miles an 
hour, drive to the side of the road, 
and park their cars. They must not 
park near hospitals, police or fire 
stations, hydrants, or in any place 
where there is: likely to be emer- 
geney activity. 

5. All street lights will be ex- 
tinguished, as well as traffic signals 
which have not been so shielded 
that no light travels. skyward. Per- 
sons in charge of construction work 
on public roads must protect them 
by means of watchmen, white 
markers or shielded lights.

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Dr. Mary Cushman To 
Speak At Vale Church

DR. MARY CUSHMAN 


Ballardvale was host to one of 
the most remarkable women of our 
time, last Thursday evening, and 
will be again ithis coming Tuesday 
when Dr. Mary F. Cushman speaks 
at 7:30 in the Union Congregational 
church. 

Born in Boston, the daughter, 
granddaughter and great grand- 
daughter of Congregational minis- 
ters, Dr. Cushman graduated from 
Boston University medical school in 
1892 and was surgical interne for 
a year in the Massachusetts Homeo- 
pathic hospital, after which she did 
graduate work at the New York 
Post Graduate medical school. 


There followed 29 years of pri- 
vate, hospital and sanitorium prac- 
tice in Maine and this state, until, 
in 1920, she was appointed to the 
State Board of Registration of 
Medicine in Maine, the first woman 
to hold that post in any state. 

At the age of 52, after already 
having carved out a notable career 
in medicine, release from family re- 
sponsibilities gave her the opportu- 
nity to attain what had, none the 
less, been her lifelong ambition, 
and she shortly became a medical 
missionary in Africa. 

She reached Chilesso, West 
Africa, at 10 o’clock one night; at 
seven the next morning, she was ‘al- 
ready at work in the dispensary. 
Since then, she has trained medical 
and surgical helpers among the na- 
tive young men and women. She 
has substituted for the adobe grass- 
roofed dispensary and grass huts 
which formed her first hospital, a 
modem hospital building serving 
an area as lange as Massachusetts 
and Connecticut combnied. In the 
last three months before her return, 
she treated over 4000 persons, and 
more than 40,000 prescriptions were 
given out last year. 

Dr. Cushman’s finst address) was 
very well received by a large con- 
gregation, which examined with in- 
terest her slides of Africa amd a 
large exhibition of curios, Andover 
residents are invited to attend her 
address Tuesday evening.

Two Local Boys 
Sugar In Vermont 


It’s: maple sugar time in Vermont, 
and because the war situation has 
drafted most of the young men in 
the Green Mountain state, two An- 


dover boys are helping out at a 
sugar place high on the hills near 
Cabot. They are Jack and Bill, song 
of Mr. and Mrs. James S. Eastham 
of Bartlet street. 


Jack and Bill were attracted 
somewhat by the so-called glamour 
of sugaring-off, but they also saw 
an opportunity to replace farm help 
who had joined the army or had 
been attracted to highly-paying war 
industry jobs. Through Goddard 
College, at Plainfield, V't., they made 
contact with Will C. Walker, one 
of the state’s: largest producers of 
maple products. Walker, who had 
been unable to get all the help he 
could use, was glad to take the boys 
into his home for the duration of 
the academy vacation. 

Walker had begun to tap when 
the boys went to work Monday 
morning, but he still had several 
thousand pails to put out, and ex- 
pected to begin boiling sap in a few 
days. He operates two sugaring 
houses, and uses the most modern 
methods to produce ia high grade of 
sugar and syrup which goes to a 
premium market. The two boys 
have one of the finest places in the 
state to watch ithe process, and to 
help in an industry that sorely 
needed help this year when cane 
sugar is to be rationed. 

In addition to his sugaring bus- 
iness, farmer Walker is one of the 
officials of the Cabot Co-operative 
Creamery Association, which daily 
ships) milk into Shawsheen Village, 
and while the Hastham boys had no 
previous knowledge of this, Mr. 
Walker is well known in Andover 
and vicinity through frequent visits 
here on creamery business, 

The early part of the maple sea- 
son is devoted to the making of 
syrup, as the early run of sap pro- 
duces a better flavor and color. But 
the boys hope to do some sugaring, 
using later sap, before they return 
home. Mrs. Walker promises to in- 
troduce them, before they leave, to 
a Vermont treat—hot doughnuts 
and hot maple syrup for breakfast; 
and the woods in which ‘they are 
working still have hip-deep snow, so 
they will enjoy ‘‘sugar-on-snow” any 
time they feel sio disposed. 

Jack Hastham plans to go back 
to Vermont next summer to help in 
the farm-labor need, and will be lo- 
cated at a summer work camp at 
Goddard College, from which boys 
and girls will be distributed daily to 
work on farms. Farmers in Ver- 
mont meed help—even unskilled 
help—so badly that they are willing 
to pay fairly good wages during 
sugaring and next summer’s har- 
vests.

Phillips Summer Session To 
Stress Democratic Principles 


The Phillips Academy summer 
session, which will be held from 
July 6 to August 29 to help Ameri- 
can youth prepare more effectively 
for war service, will conduct, in ad- 
dition to its academic and athletic 
program, a course in the principles 
of American democracy, its direc- 
tor, Wilbur J. Bender, has an- 
nounced. In the belief that the fu- 
ture strength and effectiveness of 
young Americans will depend not 
only upon their imtellectual ability 
and physical toughmess, but also 
upon their faith in and understand- 
ing of the American democratic 
tnadition, a program of talks and 
discussion groups has been devel- 
oped to give the students a more 
intelligent faith im the cause for 
which they will fight. 

This course in the principles of 
democracy, which all those enrolled 
in the Summer session will take, 
will be made wp of a series of talks 
given at morning assembly by mem- 
bers of the faculty and specially- 
invited speakers from outside, to 
be folowed by open discussion. In 
addition, at other free times during 
the day, students will meet to dis- 
cuss further the subjects raised at 
the morning meeting. Student par- 
ticipation will be stressed through- 
out, and the undergraduates: will be 
encouraged to pursue reading and 
research on their own initiative. 


The subject matter of the course 
will be generally concerned with the 
development of American princi- 
ples, the origin and nature of the 
present crisis, and the problems 
which will face the United States 
at the close of the conflict. Such 
topics as the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the Constitution, the: Bill 
of Rights, local government as seen 
in the Town of Andover, and bio- 
graphical sketches of great Ameri- 
cans! will be included. Finally, an 
attempt will be made to show how 
the American spirit appears in the 
fields of literature and music, 
thnough the reading of classic Am- 
erican authors and the singing of 
indigenous American folk music.

Now’s The Time 


One of the best things the recent 
special session of the state legis- 
lature did was to give Governor 
Saltonstall power to make curtail- 
ments of expenditures in state gov- 
ernment, and this power the Gov- 
ernor has used wisely.

No vote similar to this was taken 
at town meeting, but every office- 
holder, every public servant today, 
has the same responsibility as that 
vote gave Governor Saltonstall.

1 am persuaded—Julian Duguid. 
A startling assertion of faith in 
Christianity and the account of the 
process by which he has reached 
this decision is told well in this 
‘book by a well-known writer. 


Keys of the Kingdom—A. J. Cro- 
nin. A serious novel of the noble 
inspiring life of a Scottish priest 
who serves his parish more with 
love and understanding than with 
strict adherence to religious tenets. 


The Nazarene—Sholem Asch. A 
reverent unforgettable story of the 
life of Christ, as told from three 
angles; that of a Roman, of the dis- 
ciple Judas Iscariot, and of Joseph, 
a young man of the people of Jeru- 
salem. 

Women of the Bible—H. V. Mor- 
ton. As delightfully written as. his 
travel books, the author has out- 
lined the characters of several 
Bible women. 

The New Testament in basic Eng- 
lish. Not intended to compete with 
or replace the Authorized Version, 
this new Basic English version has 
a sure and satisfying place in the 
reading of those with a limited 
English vocabulary. Some of the 
foremost Bible scholars of today 
have assisted in the work of re- 
ducing ithis translation to less than 
1000 different words.

Lawrence Cemetery
